German airplanes have inflicted 
some losses on fishing vessels, It 
would be a mistake to regard these at- 
tacks as mere senseless brutality.

NAZI JUSTICE 


We all know from the general con- 
ditions of life in Nazi Germany that 
no respect is paid to individual rights. 
But few perhaps realise that the per- 
secutions of which we read are based 
on definite and reasoned interpreta- 
tions of Jaw and policy. They differ 
profoundly from the kind of violence 
that breaks out in an ill-governed 
country where the law is powerless to 
protect the weak. An Oxford pam- 
phlet has just been published, written 
by Mr. Walter Jones, giving a clear 
account of “The Nazi Conception of 
Law."’- The safeguards of. justice with 
which we are familiar were all adopt- 
ed in the Weimar Constitution. Judges 
were declared to be independent and 
subject only to the law; punishments 
could not be inflicted for any act un- 
less the act was designated by the law 
as punishable before it was commit-

It is emphasised that this decision is not taken because of 
the war and that the grants are not in nature of, as it 
were, a bribe to the Colonies. 

_In fact, the new policy was outlined before the outbreak of 
hostilities and it is noteworthy that the execution has 
been decided upon in spite of the heavy financial com- 
mitments of Great Britain in the present struggle. 


The policy is also considered here as 
the best possible visible proof of the 
falsity of the familar German argu- 
ment that Britain exploits the colonies, 

Financial assistance to the Colonies 
in the form of grants, not a loan, for 
which Government is secking parlia- 
mentary authority shows that Britain, 
while far from extracting a native 
tribute to the European war, in fact 
makes the British taxpayer bear an 
additional burden for the benefit of the 
social and economic improvement and 
welfare of native peoples. 

Finally, it is considered as signi- 
fieant evidence of Britain’s confidence 
that victory is assured if the country 
in the middle of a war is ready to 
embark upon a_ costly long-term Co- 
lonial Development Scheme. 

CENTRAL ORGANISATION 

At the same time as the White Pa- 
per, the recommendations of the West 
India Royal Commission are also is- 
sued, about which the White Paper 
says the Commission’s important 
proposal. .that a central organisation -be 
erected, presided over by a Comp- 
troller, for the purpose of the further 
development of welfare services in 
the West Indies has been accepted by 
the Government. : 

Although the remainder of the 
Commission’s recommendations are 
still the subject of consultation with 
the West Indian administrations, the 
Government is anxious to act as ear- 
ly as possible in the spirit of the re- 


: commendations as a whole and will 


result in a future statement of policy. 

The Government propose providing 
a special sum of £350,000 for such 
schemes as can be immediately begun 
in certain of these colonies, 

“While the Royal Commission has

MILITARY SPOKESMAN STATED 
TO-DAY THAT NO OFFICIAL RE- 
PORTS HAD EVER BEEN ISSUED 
TO THIS EFFECT. : ; 

The spokesman said that, as clearly 
stated In a press interview in Chung- 
king on December 27, the Chinese 
forces had not started any gencral 
offensive against Nanning since the 
recapture of the strategic Kunlunkwan 
Pass, as they aimed at annihilating all 
invaders who had set foot on Kwangsi 
soil and were not eager to recover the 
city. 

Ridiculing Japanese propaganda, the 
spokesman said that while the Ja- 
panese were subjected to a Chinese 
wide encirclement and harassing at- 
tacks on all sides they claimed that 
they were engaged in an enveloping 
and annihilating attack. 

As a matter of fact, on the Nan- 
ning-Pinyang highway the Chinese 
had advanced from Chiutang to 
Ssutang, forcing the enemy to retreat 
from Paitang to Santang. 

Referring to the recent 
offensive in south Kwangsi, the 
spokesman sald that it had been 
Juunched not only against the Chinese 
but also aguinst the antl-war elements 
in Japan. The Japanese military 
hoped to crush the ever Browing anti- 
war feelings at home by a spectaeular 
victory. But contrary to their  ex- 
pectation they suffered another de- 
feat.—Central News.
